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HISTORY OF SPE D FAMILY DO NT ¢ - 

Interesting historical incidents and traditions of Covington soun 
were the popies of the day when the Speed family and their relatives 
and friends gathered at the old homestead and family graveyard last 
Saturday to honor those of the family who have gone on before and res 
amd live over again the past of one of the oldest families in Missias! 

Even polities was for the some@t pushed aside, and candidates fer 
geunty and district offices employed the tine alloted to thes for ean 


paign spe eches in telling of the Speed family «and the part 4t has pla; 
im building ap Covington county and South Mississippi. 

Judge ¥.L. Cranford of Seminary, and Hon. H.M. MeIntosh, of Collins, 
Gelivered addres: Bs telling the séory of the Speed family from ite fire! 
immigration here to the present time. The Speeds have been prominently 
identified with Covington county from its beginning, and history of this 
great family is little short of a history of Covington county. 

The county wus organized January 15, 1819, and consiated at that time 
ef what is now Covington and Jeff Davis countges together with a large 
portion of what is now Jones county. 

Im 1820 one Benjezin Duckworth, ferefather of the Covington county 
Deekwerths of today, left bis :ome in South Carolina and came west in 
eeareh of a new home. He stopped for a short time in Tenmessee and 
later moved to Bevington county, Mississippi. 

After « year's sojourn he returned to his home in South Carolina and 
the mext year thirty-nine families left that state for Covington sounty. 

Qee Wilifem Speed, of Kos, in Okone County, South Carolina, was elee- 
§e@ foreman of this caravan of movers. Wi liam Speed had married a 
Geughter ef General Lawrence, of South Carolina, amd to this eeuple were 
eaftervaréd bern in HFiesis 1,.;4, Monree, William, and Benjasin Speed, 


- 
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Monres ani William Speed remained in Covington county with their father, 
the older William Speed, and are the forefathers of the lafge and highly 
respeeted Speed family in this county today. 

Benjeain Specd left his home im South Carolina he brought with hin a 
beautiful mahogany table at which John C. Calhoun, South Carolina "Wer 
Hawk" in the United States senate, dined many tines while viel tag Speeds. 

This table, which was constructed without nails of screw, is now in the 
possession of Mrs. Rachel Speed Cranford, mother ef Judge W.L. Cranford, of 
Seminary. 4 

The Epecds are a big hirdy people, fair complextemed, light curly heir, 
and blue eyes-pure anglo-saxons. When they came to this ceumtry Missiscippi 
was little more\than a dense swamp inhabited chiefly by wild animals aad reé 
savages. 

They lived in log houses made with their own hands. They picked the liat 
cotton from he seed with their fingers, corded it into bets and rells and 
wove it into cloth for their clothes. , 

They ate what they made on their newly-opened farms. They devoted mush t: 
time to raising cattle and sheep: they grew their own wheat, cern, potatees, 
eats, rice and after several years suger cane whieh they greund in wooden 
ailis. 

There were no ashools or ehurches in the ceunty. The first sehcol teegh- 
er in Covington county was brought inte the ceunwmanity several years after 
the Speeds came and was paid the flattering salery ef $10.00 « noath. 

Cevington county was at that time in ite infaney anf hed not become the 
well-ordered politionl umit it ts teday. Ite present torr’ terial linites 
had mot even been determined, and the Speeds had mush to ée with the fat= 
mation ef Cevingten county we knows 

Im 1823 the greater part of the centy was made in to « new county knemm 


e s - - 
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as Bainbridge county. The court house of this new county was lecated at 
what was old Moscos postoffice some tow or three miles east of the Noscos 
leter established on the G.&5.I. railroad when that road cae through the 
county. 

This court house was made by driving ecveral posts in Bhe ground end b- 
ilding a bush arbor Sede them.

“Camp near Chattancoga, Sept. MB, 1863. 

"Mrs. Julia Dossett, Dear Sister, bu the request of Edmund, I now write 
you to let you know that he has been severly wounded.

We have urn old Rosecrans back to Chattanoga nd now we are watehing 
him. Our pickets are fighting every day and night and do not knew how

"Give my best respect to father ani all the relations. Ascept fer 

- yourself the best respect and best wishes for your brother.” 

This now badly faded latter was writtenwith a goose quill and is ty- 
pical of the excellent penmanship practiged before the day ef the type- 
writer. It was folded so as to be sealod with the stamp as envelopes 
were and unheard of luxury when it was dated.

CarTain JAMES SPFED of ; b. 4th March, 1739, Mecklen 
berg County, Virginia; d. 3d September, 1811. He was a Burgess from Charlotte 
County, Virginia, 1772-1775. (Stanard’s ‘‘Colony Virginia Register”). He 
served in the Revolutionary War, first as Lieutenant and then as Captain and 
was wounded at the battle of Guilford Court House, North Carolina, 15th March, 
1718, while leading his command in battle. One of his family of six brothers who 
served in the Revolutionary War was killed in this battle. For his military ser- 
vices before and during the Revolutionary War he received large grants of land. 
He moved to Kentucky with his family in the fall of 1782 from Charlotte Court 
House, Caroline County, Virginia, over the “Wilderness Road,” which led through 
the mountains of Virginia to Cumberland Gap and thence to Danville, Kentucky, 
which was then in Lincoln County. He was a member of the early Kentucky Con- 
ventions of 1783-1785, 1787. He was a member of the Political Club, a society of 
the leading men in Kentucky, which met from 1786 to 1790 at Danville, then the 
capital of Kentucky. He died near Danville 3d September, 18115 m. roth Decem- 
ber, 1767, in Charlotte County, Virginia, Mary Spencer.
